The school lunch, as well as the 
army food, has trenmedou* potenti­ 
alities for good, not only because it 
p ro v id es a balanced diet., tut also In 
tho education of the individual: 
these children and soldiers should 
have learned, for the benefit of their 
health end their future families’ 
health, what a completely balanced, 
nutritious diet consists of. 


Besides this, there is a possibility 
for emphasizing the importance of 
taking time to eat. A few’ yea s ago 
the Harvard University Memorial 
Hail was forced to close its kitchens 
bf cr, use the students, too impatient 
to sit, preferred to take their h im- 
burgers and cho oiate malts on one 
foot with the other on the rail. 
The possibilities for good of school 
lunches are so important .that the 
manegement of all the cafeterias 
in all the public schools should be 
placed in the hands of a single di­ 
rector. 
Certainly the sale of undesirable 
foods, such az candy and tonics, in 
the cafeteria or on the school prem­ 
iers should be stopped. In order to 
sidestep this parti ular problem, the 
school children should not be al­ 
lowed to leave the .school premises 
during the lunch hour and no one 
should be allowed to bootleg candy 
or other foods to them
